Ottawa, July 11.— Ottawa city is 
in a serious position. In ten days it 
may be without light. The Ottawa 
and Hull Power Company has given 
until the 20th for the signing by the 
/Ontario Hydro-Blectric Commission, 
which really means the city, of a new 
agreement for the supply of power for 
|the civic plant. The company sub- 
mitted to Hon, Adam Beck and May- 
or Scott, a couple of days ago, an 
jagreement which it would adopt in 
place of that endorsed by the city 
council and which the Hydro-Electric 
Commission 
Hull and Ottawa Company sign. The 
jmain point of difference between the 
city and the Ottawa and Hull Com- 
{pany is over the rebate question. 

The company wanted a rebate for a 
‘period over any time, however short, 
|that the service was not in openation 
and a_ thirty rebate in the case of 
some big fire accident which precluded 
the use of electric fluid to give time 
for repairs, etc. The latter clause 
was acceptable to the company, but 
there was an objection as to the onc 
|hour rebate question. The company 
|in the agreement agroes to rebate af- 
ter twenty-four hours idleness and up 
to thirty days. If the Hydro-Elec- 
tric does not agree to the new clauses 
it will have to continue negotiations 
with the Ottawa and Hull Co. or any 
other source of supply. The com- 
pany, however, claims that this is its 
final word, and unless their terms are 
accepted by July 20th, power will be 
cut off from the city.

THE FIRST BOOM

great opportunities in the new Can- 
ada beyond the Great Lakes.

interest in the West. }

Goods *‘made in the west’’ 
will be popular in the west and the 
manufacturer who first commences to, 
supply goods manufactured in the} 
west will meet with a cordial recep- 
tion from the buying public, 


efforts are not greater than those of 
the settlers he induces here, - whose 
business ventures immediately become 
the prey of the tax collector.
